In ordering a w rit of certiorari j 
(review ) to issue, Judge Morton 
determ ined that 20 per cent of the 
qualified electors of the city as of ¡ 
N ovem ber, the date of th e 
last | 
sta te general election, had 
not 
signed the petition for disincor­ 
poration. 
A ccording to the petition 
for 
th e w rit, advanced by Mrs. H ar­ 
rie t Cody of Palm Springs, there 
w ere 306 nam es on the petition 
approved by the city council, but 
o n ly 261 w ere of persons 
who 
w ere qualified voters on Novem­ 
b e r 8. 
Ju d g e M orton voiced his rul­ 
in g after an arduous n ight ses­ 
sion, required because of the em ­ 
ergency nature of the proceed­ 
ings. 
In m aking his decision, he an­ 
sw ered objections of C ity A ttor- 
n ity Roy W. Colegate th a t 
the 
petition for the w rit of certiorari 
w as not the proper m ethod for 
correcting the error. 
T he jurist 
declared th at because of the de­ 
term ination of th e qualifications 
o f th e electors being necessary, 
a judicial hearing of review was 
a p ro p e r proceeding.

ACTIVITY 


“Partly by coincidence, but also possibly to 
som e extent by design,” says a Wall Street Jour­ 
nal reporter, “the Pacific coast and particularly 
California is at the moment, a focal center of 
punitive and regulatory federal activity in busi­ 
n ess directions.” The pending petroleum investi­ 
gation, plus the action against the newsprint mak- 
«rs, helps make California “the scene of an un­ 
usual number of regulatory and punitive move­ 
m en ts.”

sake of humanity everywhere. 
Yes, 
it's 
propaganda, 
but 
the 
holiest and grandest propaganda 
we've heard since 
before 
that 
fateful day when the nations of 
Europe started to destroy 
each 
other. 
A group of prominent journal­ 
ists of Great 
Britain 
recently 
wrote to the "Newspaper World": 


"We, the undersigned, pledge our­ 
selves to work unceasingly 
for 
Moral Re-Armament, and 
thus 
build 
"Bridges from man to man 
The whole round world to span." 


I just received a booklet con­ 
taining editorials and special ar­ 
ticles on this subject from new s­ 
papers published in all parts of 
the world—from all the nations 
of Europe— yes, even from 
Ger­ 
many, Italy and Russian. 
Asia 
and Africa. 
Accompanying 
the 
book, came the following letter:

hour as in cars whose speed is be­ 
tween 40 and 50. And speed over 50 
miles an hour means that death will 
strike in one accident out of every 
eleven.

men. Figures do show that the aver­ 
age speed of women drivers is sev­ 
eral miles slower than that of men; 
but modern ears being what they 
are, slick and insidious in oickup, the 
woman driver is often equally guilty 
of the most cardinal of all speed 
sins—speeding in excess of driving 
conditions. That is, driving too fast 
for your own skill under adverse 
conditions, such as a skiddy road, 
night driving, poor visibility around 
curves, an old car, etc. 
Speed zoning is an excellent pre­ 
caution, says the author. With maps, 
charts, photographs and mileage 
records before them, traffic engi­ 
neers survey the whole main high­ 
way system of a state, mark off all 
dangerous stretches, and figure out 


the top safe speeds for ench. That 
speed is then marked on roadside 
signs.

The Public's Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County H ealth Officer 


Choosing a m aid servant for 
the household, w hether for cook­ 
ing, housework, or taking care of 
the baby, is a task w hich should 
be undertaken w ith th e greatest 
of study. 
The ordinary house­ 
wife is very particular about ask ­ 
ing for references from previous 
employers. 
She also m akes 
a 
m ental note of the 
applicant’s 
personal appearance 
and 
n eat­ 
ness. 
If she finds these particu­ 
lars to her liking, she hires the 
servant. 
Nothing 
is 
said 
about 
the 
health of the m aid or nurse. All 
too often, this im portant question 
is completely left out of the pic­ 
, ture. 
No check is m ade of the 
freedom from infectious diseases, 
which m ay easily be carried 
to 
m em bers of the family, to 
the 
baby perhaps. 
Some time ago, the health d e­ 
partm ent took over the supervis- 
j ion of a certain family, in which 
one m em ber had active tubercu­ 
losis. There was one high school 
age daughter in this fam ily who 
did not live at home. 
She was 
taking care of a baby in another 
family, and living with them. We 
informed her parents that 
she 
would have to be examined for 
tuberculosis, inasmuch as she was 
a direct contact of the active case 
in her own family. 
At first the parents refused to 
have her examined, even though 
it was to be at no cost to them. 
However, when it was explained 
to them that she may be infected, 
and m ight be a m enace to the 
baby she was caring for, 
they 
consented. Everything turned out 
well, as she was found to be free 
from tuberculosis. 
But all instances do not turn 
out so nicely. 
W hat m ight have i 
occurred if she w ere infected and 
had passed the disease on to the 
baby? 
There are some instances 
w here 
innocent 
children have 
been infected w ith gonorrhea of 
the eyes, due to some m aid who 
possibly did not know she had the 
disease. 
Typhoid fever is another dis­ 
ease which may be passed on by 
those who cook and serve food. 
The classic exam ple of “Typhoid 
M ary" 
is well 
know n to 
all. 
W herever this cook w ent, she in ­ 
fected her employers with 
ty ­ 
phoid, until finally she had to be 
isolated and forcibly kept 
from 
society. 
Servants are no more prone to 
illnesses than others. 
However, 
it is to the advantage of all pros­ 
pective employers to request a 
health card from all applicants 
for a position in the home. 
This 
should show that the person had 
recently been exam ined by 
a 
physician and been found to be 
free from contagious disease. 
North Carolina passed a law a 
j few years ago requiring all 
do­ 
mestic 
servants 
to 
present 
a 
health card to all prospective em ­ 
ployers before asking for a po­ 
sition. This act was aim ed speci­ 
fically at tuberculosis and syphil­ 
is. 
But such a law would not be 
necessary if people w ere aw are 
of this problem, and demanded 
health cards from all applicants.
